Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-13 and 32- 
34 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited 
in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior 
art which teaches an apparatus and method of adjusting tonal characteristics of an image for a 
printer comprising means for or steps of receiving variable values comprising locations of first 
and second internal points on a color gamma curve and a gamma coefficient, as input from a user 
via a graphical user interface wherein the gamma coefficient being input to a gamma coefficient 
input portion of the graphical user; and adjusting the tonal characteristics of the image by 
reflecting the input variable values in the color correction scheme.
